I do not know that Labitsch’'s 
more eophisticated admirers will 
care for him in this new vein, be- 
cause they have grown to admire 
his more ultra cleverness, but even 
they will find, perhaps, a sufficient 
number of the Lubitsch “touches” 
to satisfy, and will also note this 
picture as a manifestation of his 
versatility. 

The Life of a Prince 

There can be no question about 
the charm of the Lubitsch interpre- 
tation. He has imbued “The Stu- 
dent Prince” with a heart-touching 
enchantment. He takes the Prince 
from his childhood, and paints the 
life of a royal heir in all its restric- 
tions and loneliness. 

Perhaps the impression is exag- 
gerated here and there, but what 
matter? It has a mood of gentility 
and of sacrifice that will entice the 
audience. There have been few 
pictures more sadly poignant than 
“The Student Prince,” but there 
have been few more alluring in 
their poignancy. 

Juttner and Kari Heinrich be- 
come acquainted during the Prince's 
childhood. Juttner understands the 
boy and his solitude. He has youth 
in his own being, and plays with 
the Prince as other boys would. 
Sufficient of this is conveyed when 
the two go tumbling helter-skelter 
after a huge rubber ball, after the 
Prince has been bored to death 
with the attempts that the formal 
courtiers have made to play with 
him. 

Karl Heinrich’s adventures in 


Heidelberg occupy the major por- 


tion of the picture—his meeting 
with Kathie, and with the students, 
the love between him and the girl, 
his shyness transforming itself 
gradually into a romantic gayety— 
youth triumphant! 
Poignancy of Sacrifice 

There are bitter scenes toward 
the close, the mandate of the dying 
king to the prince about his mar- 


riage to a royal princess; Karl 
deinrich’s return to Heidelberg 
turned cold and gray under the 
spell of autumn and a ceremonious 
reception by his fellow-students; 
Kathie and their farewell; the 
wheels of his carriage crunching 
forth their separation along the 
roadway as he departs; the wed- 
ding to the princess; cheers from 
ihe populace, and the comment 
passed between two elderly onlook- 


era— 
“How wonderful to be a king!” 
Labitech invokes irony, and even 
humor in his limning of this ro 
mance, but it is gentle irony and 
gentle humor. Somehow the pic- 
ture hardly seems of the present 
day in the film theater, but the 
depth of its sentiment and its pen- 
siveness is none the less magical. 
Novarro as the Prince 


Ramon Novarro in the scenes to 
ward the close of the production is 
splendid. I do not know of any 
performance that he has ever given 
that equals this. He suggests sen- 
sitively the tragedy of self-abnega- 
tion. The shyness that he some- 
times manifests is obvious—prac 
tically the only marring note. He 
is not just the type for the role, 
but one can forget this. 

The bad judgment in casting 
Norma Shearer for Kathie has often 
been commented on. There is no 
question but that she is unsuited 
for it, yet she appeals somewhat 
more than I expected that she 
would. There is much, indeed, to 
commend her acting. 

Hersholt at Juttner 

Jean Hersholt is in many ways 
perfect as Juttner. Certainly it is 
an exceptional portrayal, and the 
drawing of the character enhances 
very rreatly the humanness of the 
production. Bobby Mack is more 
than excellent as Kellermann, while 
Phillipe de Lacy gives reality to the 
young prince. Gustav von Seyffer- 
titz, Edward Connelly, and Edgar 
Norton are important figures in a 
production that will attract the 
widest interest, and that is also a 
worthy addition to the year’s ac- 
complishments. Hans Kraly pro 
vided the scenario, the picture hav- 
ing been photographed by John 
Mescall and Andrew Marton.

Periodically the leaders in the medical 
profession come forth with statements con- 
trasting the longevity of life today with 
what it was two or three generations ago. 
“Patting themselves on the back” and at- 
trfbeting the increased longevity of life 
from birth to the “advances of medical 
science,” they try to buoy up public confi- 
dence in the so-called new discoveries of 
serums, vaccines and similar supposed pre- 
ventive measures. 

Many of the public accept these state 
ments unthinkingly and are willing to let 1% 
go at that. However, let us analyze the 
facts as they are. Were we to analyze the 
figures as presented by the Life Extension 
Institute, we would find that the average 
expectation of life from birth fs increased. 
This is largely due to the fact that our chil- 


dren get better food, more fruits and vege * 


tables than they did a generation ago. It is 
due to the fact, also, that our children know 
the outdoors better. The age of closed win- 
dows is past. The schools are better venti- 
lated. 

The mother and new-born child receive 
better care than they did two generations 
ago. Cleanliness and antisepsis are wni- 
versally practiced. 

Our infant death rate is lower not 
standing the vast amount of medical inter- 
ference and experimentation in the birth 
process. 

But as we gaze at the facts on the other 
end of the life stand, an entirely different 
story is told. 

The nervous diseases are decidedly on the

we are at the age of 35 upward, the chances 
are that they had a better endurance and 
resistance to disease than we will have. 
When medical science realizes, in its 

vain pursuit of a “eure” in the form of vac- 
cines, serums, toxins and antitoxins, that 
health is not found in a bottle, in a pill or 
pellet, that disease can be overcome only 
by conformity to the self-evident laws of 
nature—then perhaps another story will be. 
told. Then truly can we say that medical 
science is responsible for a better commu- 
nity health and increased longevity of life.

If 
fact, it is a well-recognized principle of 
therapeutics that in order to reduce one’s 
blood pressure it is necessary to go on an 
entire fruit and vegetable diet. .

strictly to a condition of the blood stream 
in which there is a scarcity of red cells or a 
scarcity of the hemoglobin, the substance 
which makes the blood red. 

If we were to contrast the blood of ten 
people, we would find it varying in the 
depth of the color red. 

That which makes the blood red we call 
hemoglobin. When you are deficient in 
either the number of red cells per a definite 
quantity of blood or are lacking in this 
hemoglobin, then “you have the disease 
known as anemia. 

The symptoms of anemia are character- 
istic. The face is usually pale. Sometimes 
the patient flushes easily. Again, he is 
tired and listless with no energy or vitality.

The question arises, “What is the rela- 
tionship between this lower blood pressure 
without physiological impairment and gen- 
eral health?” 

The statistics of an insurance company 
on this subject are very interesting. They 
found, in a definite group of people with low 
blood pressure who had no physical abnor- 
mality, that the expectation of death was 
nearly half the expectation of death in the 
rest of their insured group who had normal 
or slightly highe blood pressure. That is, 
the chances of dying within a given year 
are 50 per cent less with one who has & 
subnormal. blood pressure not induced by 
physical disease as contrasted with one 
who has high blood pressure or even av- 
erage blood pressure. 

This may be an interesting consolation 
for those who are worrying because the doc- 
tor’s instrument records a subnormal blood 
pressure, yet who, to all other purposes 
and functions, are “feeling fine.”

—that is, to give the patient the blood of 
somebody who is supposed not to have 
anemia. 

The benefit of such a practice is evident 
by the result. I have yet to see a case of 
anemia Overcome by the injection of some- 
body else’s blood. 

If we analyze the condition carefully, we 
find that anemia is caused by the inability 
of the blood-forming organs to manufacture 
the red cells. The life of a red cell of the 
blood is approximately fourteen days. 
Every fourteen days there must be a new 
complement of Dicod. It is estimated that 
the blood of a person is about one-seventh 
of his body weight. That is, if he weighs 
150 pounds, he has about twenty-two pounds 
of blood in his system. 

In anemia, therefore, the blood-forming or- 
gans—the bones, the lymph nodes, the 
spleen and other structures, fail to manu- 
facture that quantity of blood necessary to 
overcome this disease.

Never, despite his numerous violations of 
international law, were the Swiss police 
able to establish his guilt definitely enough 
to justify his deportation. 

Although for several months I was so con- 
stantly with him that I might have been 
mistaken for his shadow, and consequently 
know him better than most people, I still 
cannot understand how von X—— was able 
alone to do the overwhelming amount of 


work that he managed to accomplish in a 
day. 


He had secretaries, of course! But what- 


ever his faith in them, never under any con- 
ditions would he trust them with anything 
of a confidential nature. He alone knew the 
secret code. For fear of some indiscretion 
on the part of his aides, he was forced to 
decipher and to classify all dispatches him- 
self. 

Hence, it Was impossibie to 
catch him up.

The backyard that won sweepstakes, that 
of C. W. Randall of Armsley Square, repre- 
sents the companionate gardening of Mr. 
and Mrs. Randall. The front yard that won 
sweepstakes and the sundial which went with 
it was that of Hugh Frankish. of West Em- 
poria Street. Although a front yard, Mr. 
Frankish’s had very definitely a feeling of 
seclusion, and spaciousness, and simplicity. 
The yard was blest with many fine trees, 
well placed so’ that they left open green- 
eward at the front and in the side yard— 
very little color was evident, and that little 
was harmonious. 

Some of the most interesting gardens (I 
do not say the best, for only the judges have 
to reckon up points of excellence), are those 
of the Randalls, Mrs. Clara Dossinger, Mrs. 
Lee Koch and Mrs. Campbell. All are highly 
suggestive to those of us who also would 
like to make livable gardens. Mr. Randall's, 
Mrs. Deossinger’s, and Mrs. Campbell's are 
all very young gardens, Mr. Randall's being 
but one year old, and Mra. Dossinger’s just 
through its second summer. 

The plan of the Randall garden will inter- 
est many because it provides for a play 
place for children, and gives room also for 
rabbits and chickens—and without sacrific 
ing any of ite charms. Orange trees figure 
importantiy in the layout. There is a row 
of them across the back of the deep lot and 
a second row marks the end of the garden 
proper. On an axis with the house, directly 
in line with the rear door, is a latticed per- 
gola running from the end of the garden 
proper (the grown-ups’ garden) to the end 
of the lot. West of this is the children's 
play place with its swing, and beyond that 
the wire-guarded enclosure where the chil- 
dren have chickens and rabbits. Bast of 
the pergola, between it and the boundary

it with as much care and exactness as if it 
were turf—and the effect is pretty. Within 
these definite borders the ground has been 


tinted pale brown, much the color of the 
house, and against this in a marrow bed

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It Doesn’t Pay to Overdo a Good Thing 


Reckless Disregard of Economic Law is Bound to Hurt Agriculturist— 
‘Co-operative Marketing Helpful, but No Cure-all—California 
Face to Face with Problems of Over-Production 


IFFICULTIES experienced in marfeting 
[some of California's fruit crops have fo- 

cused attention on the heavy increase 
in production the past five years, due to or- 
chard expansion during and since the war. 
In fact. the question wherever fruit growers 
assemble is whether overproduction is with 
us, or whether the marketing problems are 
due to poor distribution or to wundercon- 
sumption. One can take his choice of the 
three premises if he wants an argument and 
find shining examples in California’s fruit 
industry to substantiate his theory, 


There is no doubt that expansion of acre- 
age so far out of line with increase in con- 
sumption as has taken place during the 
past decade is all wrong. Also, there is no 
excuse at any time for the development of 
fruit acreage by real estate operators mcre- 
ly as a means to sell land. But the often 
discussed “agricultural birth control” by 
legislation, or even education In control, is 
going to be difficult to effect. It presup- 
poses certain changes in the human make- 
up which have so far not been in evidence. 
The rise and fall of production will, to a 
degree, be with us as long as the gamb- 
ling instinct remains. - 


California's record in fruit-crowing dur- 
ing the past thirty years shows that we 
have reached overproduction many times in 
some crops as a result of anticipated fu- 
ture demand, and then solved the problem 
either by a tree-pulling campaign or by en- 
larcing our market. Under present-day con- 
ditions, marginal acreage, or the acreage 
that is not really “doing its stuff.” as one 
might say, generally eliminates itself, al- 
though not always without painful effect. 
With the world as a market, too, the poss!- 
bilities for a steady increase in consump- 
tion would seem greater than ever before. 
Several industries have been able to suc- 
cessfully maintain prices in spite of increaa- 
ing production, notably the orange, lemon 
and walnut businesses, and the application 
of ound co-operative merchandising in these 
lines has undoubtedly pointed the way to 
other producers. 

While we stand on our’ statement that 
captrol of tree planting is difficult to bring 
about, either by legislation or education. 
the present economic status in the market- 
ing of some crops should give pause 
(as connoisseurs of diction would put it) to 
the inexperienced who are investing their 
own hard-earned money in acreage develop- 
ment and also to those who are solicited to 
invest in some of the real estate projects 
whose promoters predicate future returcs 
on past and present income. Speculation 
on future demand is one thing and plain foot- 
ishness is another. We must no longer look 
only to plantings in California, but consider 
potential production in other parts of the 
country, and, in fact, of the world. Also, 
we must not overlook the fact that one crop 
competes with another in a measure and 
that the consumer's stomach cannot be en- 


TREMENDOUS INCREASES 

Since 1921, the bearing acreage of tree 
fruits in California has increased 40 per 
cent, while vineyard lands have practically 
doubled. In fact, peak production in some 
horticultural lines will not be reached until 
1930. The records maintained by the Co-op- 
erative Crop Reporting Service, California 
Department of Agriculture, are very illumin- 
ating in this respect and will bear empha- 
sizing in detafl. 

The total acreage of major tree fruits in 
California in 1927 is fixed at 1,026,078 in 
bearing and 260,974 nonbearing. It is er- 
pected that by 1930 there will be an added 
increase of 114,428 acres. The grape acre- 


_ age for 1927 is fixed at 662.104 in bearing 


and 23,490 nonbearing. The heaviest in- 
crease, of course, has been in wine grapes 
and the major part of the nonbearing acre- 
age is of these varieties. 

The apple production in California has not 
caused any great difficulty inasmuch as the 
expansion has not been rapid. In 1914, 
there were 37,839 acres in bearing and this 
year there are 55.326 acres. Nonbearing 
plantings total 10,792 acres with a 3000-acre 
increase to be noted by 1930. 

The story on apricots is different, how- 
ever. There are now 80,734 acres in bear- 
ing and 19,872 nonbearing. The increase 
since 1914 has been 57 per cent and since 
1921 it has been 27 per cent. The marginal 
acreage Of apricots is going out in many 
sections and there does not seem to be any 
reason to worry a great deal over this par- 
ticular industry as far as increasing produc- 
tion is concerned. Cherries have seen but 
a 37 per cent increase since 1921 and there

are now 112,593 acres in bearing, with but 
5392 yet to come into production. 
THE CASE OF FIGS 
While the fact that fig acreage has in- 
creased 293 per cent since 1921 will per- 
haps not cause any concern on the part of 
real estate subdividers, it has sounded a 
warning to the industry. In 1921, there were 
but 11,492 acres in this fruit, but the past 
year acreage, Was placed at 45,132, with 
15,951 acres yet to come into production. In 
other words, by 1930, there will be some 
58,300 acres in figs—and this does not take 
into consideration the planting activities of 
certain real estate operators during the 
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1927 season. No segregation has been 
made of varieties of figs yet to come into 
production, but the nonbearing plantings of 
Kadota figs are far greater than those in 
production. 


The present pack of Kadotas in the State 
is estimated at around 115,000 cases. 
Though certain promoters insist there is a 
erying demand for production, canners say 
they haven't run across these tearful buyers. 
It takes sound merchandising effort to sell 
the present crop. If we are to believe the 
production claims of some of the promoters 
and figures of acreage they are now plant- 
ing, there'll be three or four million cases of

“Paper-Shell 


” Pecan Bids for Place in 


Southwest’ s Crop Scheme 


By M. 


HE great Southwest, famed for the va 
riety and quality of its orchard prod- 
ucts, lists two kinds of nuts among its 

“world beaters”—the walnut and the al- 
mond. A third, the pecan, is now bidding 
for a place in the horticultural scheme of 
things. 

Most of us believe we know the pecan, 
and yet comparatively few of the really su- 
perior nuts of the budded kinds that repre- 
sent the pecan at its best have found their 
way to the general markets. Christmas 
stockings for years have held the small, 
eastern, native nut which, while good, is 
hard to crack. There are soft-shelled, or 
“paper-shelled,” pecans that do not so oft- 
en find their way out of the centers of pro- 
duction in the South that would be a revela- 
tion to consumers at large. These are the 
kinds that are now being introduced to the 
Southwest, and, in the opinion of some 
growers who have made careful study of 
the subject, they will thrive and prove 
most valuable in parts of Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. 


The pecan as such isn’t exactly a new 
thing in this part of the country, as trees 
are to be found im scattered locations in 
both States. There are seedlings here and 
there of considerable age and some effort 
has been made to introduce the tree in 
several localities, although, outside the 
Yuma Valley in Arizona these projects 
haven't been extensive and haven't been car- 
ried on long enough to give very posi 
tive results. 

The Yuma area has known the pecan for 
a long time, as time is measured in our new 
desert development, and has the jump on 
other districts with respect to experimen- 
tation with the better sorts of budded nuts.

this district has a climate quite sfmilar to 
that of this State’s inland desert valleys 
and produces about the same crops. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the pecan is 
being taken rather seriously by some grow- 
ers on the California side of the Colorado 
River, notably in Palo Verde Valley in east- 
ern Riverside county. 

The ..Yuma folks say their district is

ter table, which, while perceptibly rising 
and lowering with the Colorado's levels, nev- 
er reaches a prohibitive height. This, they 
say, makes for a condition comparable with 
that of the river bottom lands in the South, 
where the pecan grows wild. Sounds 
all right anyhow, although other or 
similar conditions copducive to pecan cul- 
ture may exist elsewhere, for all I know. I 
went to Yuma to study the progress being 
made with the crop in that district, and the 
nut would seem to be doing well enough 
there to afford encouragement for contin- 
ued efforts toward its culture. 


SOME OLD TIMERS 


Of the old pecan trees around Yuma the 
most interesting, perhaps, ate those planted 
by Capt. F. S. Ingalls in 18693. Captain In- 
galls came to Yuma in 1883:to take charge 
of the State penitentiary, but im 1891 headed 
@ movement to bring the waters of the Col- 
orado into use on land about the town. The 
Colorado River Irrigation Company, organ- 
ized for this purpose, went on the rocks, 
and ultimately the government undertook 
the Laguna dam project under which the 
district's agriculture is now carried on. 

When he first took up his residence at 
Yuma, Capt. Ingalls set aside a piece of 
land around his home for experimental pur- 
poses, and here he planted pecan nuts thir-

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Kadota figs for somebody to consume in 
the next five or six years. The saving 
grace in this situation is that most of the 
output of these plantings will turn out to 
be “marginal” production at best and thabd 
the 3,000,000 cases will not materialize. 


The bearing acreage of almonds in the 
State has increased 104 per cent since 1921, 
although many of the new plantings are not 
in heavy yield and this crop is also variable 
in production. The presence of a strong co- 
operative organization in the tmdustry has 
had a wholesome effect. Walnuts have 
shown but a 7 per cent increase 
since 1921, although there are over 40,000 
acres not in bearing. This nonbearing ac- 
erage is coming in more or less gradually 
and as the marketing of the crop is being 
most expertly handled, this crop’s status 
does not appear to afford justification for 
any immediate worry. 

Another crop which has seen extreme in- 
creases in bearing acreage since 1921 Is 
pears. The producing acreage is now 58, 
138, an increase of 82 per cent over 1921 
and with a further expansion to $4,450 acres 
in sight when all present plantings come in- 
to production. It seems that pear growers 
are not going to have an especially enviable 
time during the next few years in the mar- 
keting of their crops, although the fact that 
they have three different outlets—fresh, 
dried and canned—relieves the situation 
somewhat. 

PEACH MEN WORRIED 


A shining example of the results of too 
rapid orchard expansion is seen in the cling 
peach industry. This year there was ap ex- 
tremely heavy crop in view and growers and 
canners had difficulty in getting together 
with the result that a large amount of frvit 
rotted on the ground, and the price for that 
picked was very low. The situation the 
past season cannot be laid entirely to ex- 
tremely heavy increase in acreage—the fact 
that canners did not size up the market sit- 
uation rightly, contributed to it. However, 
there are now 79,487 acres of cling peaches 
in bearing and 23,080 yet to come into pro- 
duction. Of the freestone varietixs the 
bearing acreage is 71,335 with close to ‘11, 
000 yet to come into ction, making an 
increase in the bearing acreage of all peach- 
es since 1921 of 41 per cent. 


There was a suggestion at the recent 
Farmers’ and Fruit Growers’ Convention that 
some of the younger peach trees be pulled 
out so as to eliminate some of the supposed 
causes for marketing difficulties. Sound 
economists disagreed. Growers are 
proaching the problem by attempting 
form a large co-operative organization which 
will be in a position to bring packers into 
better price agreements and to remedy oth- 
er conditions, Lemons and oranges have 
showngbut little expansion in acreage since 
1921 by comparison with some fruits, and 
both industries are in good shape, although 
not so free from menacing outside compe- 
tition as some people imagine. The bearing 
acreage of oranges in the State is now 
placed at 185,543, while that of lemons is 
43,179. The plantings of oranges still to 
come into bearing total 18,359 acres, while 
there are but 1910 acres of lemons still to

WHAT OF GRAPEFRUIT? 


There is not the same situation with re- 
spect to grapefruit, however. There has 
been a wave of planting to this crop 
throughout all adapted areas in California, 
Piorida, Arizona and Texas. At the present 
time there are 142,889 acres of grapefruit in 
the United States (1927 plantings not in- 
cluded.) Of this total, 74,110, or 51.9 per 
cent, is not yet in production. Florida, the 
outstanding source of supply of grapefruit 
in the United States, still has 25 per cent 
of her acreage to come into production. In 
other sections the percentages of nonbear- 
ing to bearing acreage of grapefruit are as 
follows: Texas, 90 per cent: Arizona, 70.8 
per cent, and California, 49.3. We empha- 
size the fact that this does not include 1927 
plantings, and the plantings this year have 
been heavier than ever before. ; 

In California, the bulk ofthe acreage ex- 
pansion has been in the Imperial and Coa- 
chella valleys, and too much of this acreage, 
especially that in the Imperial Valley. was 
put in under promotional stimulus. Latest 
figures on Imperial county show 6019 acres 
in total, with 4981 not in bearing. If 1927 
figures were obtainable, the proportion 
would be far greater. 

And still grapefruit planting goes on in 
Imperial Valley and Arizona. There is no

AN BERNAEKRDINO.—An entirely new 

unft, 200 feet long and 100 feet wide, 
will be added to the annual Orange Show 
this year, to care for the display of agricul- 
tural implements.

LIGHT PRUNING PAYS 
SANTA PAULA.—In demonstrating the 

production superiority if lightly

tyfour years ago. He supposed them to be 
trees bearing large nuts, but when they be- 
gan bearing seven years later, he found ft 
took seventy-one of them to make a pound. 
The same trees, it seems, are now bearing 
nuts considerably larger than ,those pro- 
duced at the beginning. During several 
years when Capt. Ingalls was away from 
Yuma the trees are said to have been sadly 
neglected, but today the largest of them, 
with a spread of 55 feet, provides most ac- 
ceptable shade for the Ingalls home and 
produces liberally besides. I was told that 
250 pounds of nuts were sold from the tree 
last year, without taking into account many 
pounds used by the family.

tion for many other seedling trees about the 
valley, and the nuts therefrom are now be- 
ing very largely used to’ grow root stock 
for budded varieties. They are said to have 
demonstrated a vigorous and hardy charac- 
ter. Mrs. Ingalls has sold the nuts for 50 
cents a pound, though growers of the large 
budded varieties have been receiving much 
higher figures for what they have been able 
to produce. 

Another large, thrifty tree which has been 
watched for a number of years is a twenty- 
one-yearold seedling belonging to G. H. 
Payne. Full records of bearing have not 
been kept but it is said that when 12 years 
old it bore 156 pounds and last year, I am 
told. the estimate was 350 pounds. The fig- 
ures quoted for yields were given me by va- 
rious persons, including growers and others 
interested in the development of the indus- 
try. 
In 1908, Burt Nunnley brought in budded 
soft-shelled pecans from Jackson county, 
Miss. There are eleven of these trees of 
the “Success” variety on the place, which is 
now owned by W. D. Tate. These paper- 
shells have received wide attention, for this 
was a definite step toward a commercial in- 
dustry. The care which these trees received 
has not always been in line with present 
procedure, but they are said to have pro 
duced about 100 pounds of nuts to a tree, 
since coming into real bearing. 

VARIETIES TESTED 

In 1920. F. W. Creswell planted twelve 
varieties of budded trees gathered from va 
rious parts of the country. The Tate trees 
had seemed a success, but otherwise no va- 
rieties had been established as being par. 
ticularly suited to the Yuma Valley. Five 
of the twelve he put out Mr. Creswell now 
recommends as suitable for commercial 
planting. The “Halbert” produced first. 
This nut is the smallest of them all, but is 
declared to grow larger than the same va- 
riety in the East. One tree on which rec- 
ords were kept is credited with producing 
twenty pounds of nuts when four years old, 
fifty pounds when five, and 100 pounds when 
six. . Other varieties which Mr.’ Creswell 
likes are the “Kincaid.” an early producing 
tree; Sovereign,” beautiful and large; “Bur- 
kett,” making a fine growth and producing 
a large and very thin shelled nut: and “Suc- 
cess,” large, attractive and “well adapted to 
the district.” A. R. Heineman, who now 
has a grove of eighty acres, as well as a 
nursery, mentions favorably still another 
variety, “Texas Prolific.” From his expert- 
ence. Mr. Creswell stresses particularly a 
proper choice of stock, for some of his oth- 
er varieties, while growing well, have ysield- 
ed poorly, which he takes as proof that they 
are not apapted for commercia! plantings in 
Yuma Valley. 


The Creswell grove of twenty-one acres 
has always received excellent care, and the 
showing it made led to other plantings. 
There are now many groves, some quite 
small and a number running up to five or 
six acres, so that plantings in the area are 
estimated at around 400 acres In all-—quite 
a beginning for an industry. 

So far, planting In the Yuma Valley has 
been cautiously done, it would appear. Mr. 
Heineman, now one of the most enthusiastic 
growers, lived in the valley, a number of 
years before he planted at all. Now, he 
says, be wants to set out another eighty 
acres. The Creswelis also expect to greatly 
increase their planting, and other growers 
are reported to be similiarly optimistic. 

NEED LOT OF ROOM 


It is now a quite general practice to plant 
trees at least 50 feet apart, which allows 
but seventeen to an acre. The spread of 
pecans at maturity is so large that closer 
planting is considered inadvisable. It is 


A more difficult to transplant pecans.than or- 


dinary decidious trees. I was informed, be- 
cause they are still close to the wild state, 
but with great care and a check on detail, 
the tree adapts itself to its new location. 
Once established, it fights its own way. 
Trees are mostly obtained at home, though 
California stock ts admitted. Both these 
States are as yet free from common eastern 
pests such as case borer, shuck worm, web 


worm, etc.. and for that reason both have 
quarantined against the shipment of outside 
stock. stock seems to grow 
ceedingly well in Yuma Valley and I was 
told there are enough “proven” trees for 
bud wood. 
fornia trees, usually sell at $3 each. 

The large space between trees and the 
fact that the pecan takes its time about 
bearing makes intercropping a particular- 
ly vital consideration. Procedures and the. 
ories alike differ when it comes to finding 
the best intercrop for carrying the overhead 
during the non-bearing years. Winter veg- 
etables would suggest themselves, but last 
year certain growers found that while the 
vegetables did exceedingly well, the low 
market allowed them no profit. Some pecan 
growers are favoring cotton, which, they 
say, is a very safe intercrop providing 
space is left for at least four feet on each 
side of the tree rows so that the trees may 
be watered and cultivated independently. 
At one place I saw grapes between the 
trees. The safest and sanest of all inter- 
crops, judged, is alfalfa, although here 
again, provision for space about the trees 
seems necessary. 


NEED OWN WATER SUPPLY 


S. L. Owens, county agricultural agent, 
recommends leaving a space down each row 
of trees where furrows may be run and the 
land cultivated. His belief is that trees do 
better when their water supply is entirely 
independent, even though the intercrop be 
one which demands consistent irrigation like 


alfalfa. 

The Creswell grove has certain expert- 
ences to offer regarding intercrops. The 
first year cotton was tried, but not spaced 
away from the trees, so that cotton and 
trees were supposed to receive the same ir- 
rigations. This was found a poor plan. Aft- 
er that alfalfa was used. The space al- 
lowed for the trees was not down the rows, 
but merely in circles around each individ-

ual . Beginning with two feet, these 
were ened as the trees grew. Hay alone 
was for seeding could not be practiced 
with provision for irrigation. More of 


the actual land may be put into production 
in this manner, it is declared, than when 
furrows are allowed down each row. The 
alfalfa just about paid for water and care, 
Mr. Creswell reported. Now that the grove 
will soon be eight years old, however, inter- 
cropping is due to cease. 

It would seem that the fundamental prin- 
ciples behind all intercropping of pecans in 
the area are, first of all, provision for ample 
water, since the trees up to at least three 
years need a great deal of moisture. Sec 
ond, there should be a plan which will al- 
low grasses, like Bermuda, to be kept from 
the trees. This latter finding was particu- 
larly stressed in the national meeting of 
pecan growers held recently in Shreveport, 
Louisiana. 

GROWERS ORGANIZED 


The Yuma Valley growers of pecans have 
formed an association called the “Yuma, 
Arizona, Pecan Growers’ Association,” with 
F. W. Creswell as its president. Mr. Cres 
well attended the convention in Louisiana 
and says it was agreed by the growers there 
that a reduction in the price of budded pe- 
cans would be an advantage to producers. 
The public, he said, is not getting educated 
to the use of pecans because of the almost 
restrictive price of the nut. It ts possible, 
he intimated, that Arizona growers might 
follow this suggestion in marketing their 
present crop. 

Certainly the present leading growers in 
the Yuma Valley are very much in earnest 
about making a commercial crop out of 
the pecan in their district. They recognize 
the fact that the nut moves slowly to produc- 
tion, although various budded varieties have 
produced enough at four years to make a 
“showing.” Not all, it would seem, can be 
expected to do nearly as well as the record 
tree of Mr. Creswell's grove, but Mr. Heine- 
man says that several of his trees produced 
four pounds at four. years and one, seven 
pounds. From -that time on, with early pro- 
ducing varieties, production increases to & 
commercial output. “Yuma growers say cll- 
matic conditions have agreed with the pe 
can, the hot weather for which that valley is 
famous seeming in no way to hinder the crop. 
The warm spring, they say, tmduces fine 
growth and frosts are not feared at the time 
when the nuts are setting.

He Aids Bees in Work 
of Making Honey 


PASADENA.—Ray E. Lusher, Pasadena 
aplarist, has literally been in the “bee busi- 
ness” since earliest boyhood. When his eld- 
er brother, who was then in the sixth grade 
at school, caught his first swarm of bees, 
Ray was greatly interested, and from that 
time on he has been earning his livelihood 
from the care of the busy little honey pro- 
ducers. For awhile the two brothers operat- 
ed together, but when the elder brother 
married, following school days, Ray. who 
was then eighteen years of age, established 
bis own business in Pasadena. For the past 
ten years he has operated at 945 Kirkwood 
avenue. 

Here he assembles his materials, puts his 
hives together, brings in his bees, rebuilds 
his colonies and conducts his experiments. 
In season, he hauls the bees away to forage 
on the various nectar-producing crops. He 
now has more than 590 stands of bees. In 
the spring he “pastures” his “herd” on the 
orangé bloss0ims, and in turn moves them to 
sage, bean and grain fields for the crop of 
nectar. 

While the bees are “on location,” Mr. 
Lusher brings the extracted honey in from 
the fields at regular intervals and pours it 
into tanks, with a combined capacity of sev- 
en tons of honey. The honey is held in 
these tanks for ten days, after which it is 
drawn off and placed in five-gallon cans, 
and put in storage until sold. His output 
last year was more than thirty tons, most 
of which was sold at wholesale in Los An- 
geles. In addition to his honey crop, Mr. 
Lusher harvested several tons of beeswax 
last year, and also sold a carload of live 
bees to a customer in Utah. 

Sage honey, says Mr. Lusher, will keep 
for fully five years without sugaring, but 
orange honey will sugar, or crystalize, 
quickly. When his honey “gugars,” Mr. 


Lusher places it in a large vat which is. 


placed over a pit fire and cooks the can- 
died product back to its liquid form. 
Among other things, Mr. Lusher has per- 
fected several ingenious methods of raising 
“queen” bees. He conducts these experiments 
at his home in Pasadena. At the present

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Tests-Prové Value of . 
Orchard Heaters 


Laboratory tests of orchard heaters, rep- 
resenting a careful and intensive research 
into the merits of nineteen types of heaters, 
have just been published as Bulletin 442 of 
the college of agriculture, University of Cal- 
ifornia. The tests were made by Prof. A. 
H. Hoffman. Among his findings, Prof. Hoff- 
man lists the following in his summary: 

“All the heaters were found practically 
100 per cent efficient from the standpoint 
of converting fuel Into heat, there being al- 
most no carbon monoxide in the bases and 
the heat lost in the unconsumed carbon of 
the smoke being in every case less than one- 
tenth of one per cent of the total beat in 
the fuel used. 

“The heat radiated above the horizontal 
plane ranged from about 1 to nearly 5 per 
cent of the total heat in the fuel. Not all of 
this radiated heat is lost. The portion that 
strikes leaves, twigs or other opaque ob- 
jects and is absorbed serves to warm the 
air. Baffles for decreasing the radiation 
loss were found practicable. 

“High upward velocities and high tem- 
peratures tend to waste fuel by sending the 
hot gases to high levels above the orchard. 
The velocities found were satisfactorily low 
except in high stack heaters not equipped 
with a horizontal baffle plate. In some of 
these velocities as high as 14 feet per sec 
ond were found. 

“Smoke is always a nuisance and of lit- 
tle or no benefit as a blanket to prevent 
radiation. The lard-pail heaters were the 
worst offenders. A number of the later oil 
burners were practically smokeless when 
burned at normal and low rates, but all 
smoked some when burning at very high 
rates. Satisfactory control of the burning 
rate was In some cases made diffichit, if 
not quite impossible, by ill-fitting reservoir 
covers in distilling type heaters. Briquet 
heaters smoke considerably at lighting and 
for a time afterward, but become cleared as 
burning progresses.” 


Seek Fruit to Replace 
Low Grade Peaches 


ONTARIO (Cal.)—One of the biggest 
problems.now under way at Chaffey Union 
High School experiment station is develop 
ment of a fruit to take the place of low- 
grade peaches, as many trees are being 
“pulled” tm lecal orchards, according to 
George P. Weldon, Chaffey pomologist. At 
a recent meeting of peach growers, ship 
pers, and directors of agriculture at Sacra- 
mento, it was agreed that overproduction 
of peaches caused the uncertain market 
last season. Many growers have realized 
the situation also and have proceeded to 
take out a number of their trees in favor 
of other fruits, 

Professor Weldon says tne Kelsey plum, 
which is grown successfully near Chino, 
can be developed as a “specialty” fruit for 
this district. Experiments now being car- 
ried out with this plum are proving satis- 
factory, and eventually the peach area may 
be widely known for its plums. Those who 
will atick to their peaches are urged by 
Prof. Weldon to pay attention to limited 
planting, limited pack and standardized 
fruit. This will tend to stabilize prices, he 
sald. 


Large Tract Developed 
to Table Grapes 


SAN BERNARDINO.—What is believed 
to be the largest grape planting in the San 
Fernando Valley is one fronting on Devon- 
shire boulevard, and within a few blocks of 
the San Fernando Mission, in this district. 
The vineyard, owned by 8S. P. Lev of Los 
Angeles comprises sixty acres and is part 
of a tract of 110 acres, the rest of which 
is in Valencia and navel oranges excepting 
for a five-acre plot of lemons. 

Five varieties of table grapes are grown 
on the Lev acreage. They are divided up 
as follows: ten acres of Tokays, seventeen 
and one-half acres of Malagas, twelve and 
one-half acres of El Maria, ten acres Red 
Emperor and ten acres of Cornishons. 

The care of such a large acreage involves 
eonsiderable labor. The holding is under 
the direction of Harry Fink, Mr. Levy's su 
perintendent, who looks after all details of 
both vineyard and orange grove. This year, 
however, the handling of the grapes has been 
done by J. W. Wilson of the San Fernando 
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Orange Growers’ Association. By the mid- 
die of November practically the entire crop 
was harvested, and a large part of it was 
in cold storage. The grapes go to the lo 
cal markets, being packed in boxes which 
hold about twenty-one pounds. 


After the harvesting of the grape crop, 
the vineyardist has a breathing space, 
while the vines need no attention, and the 
rains provide the necessary moisture for 
the ground. But in January, the work of 
the yeas begins, when it is necessary to 
prune the vines and prepare them for the 
bearing season. When the pruning season 
is over, and the vines wake up from their 
winter's inactivity, the rains cease, and 
artificial moisture has to be applied to keep 
them in condition. Rows of cement stand- 
pipes provide the proper flow of water, but 
in order that this may reach all the roots, 
it is necessary to furrow between the rows. 
Beginning usually in mid-May, the vines 
are irrigated every thirty days, until No- 
vember. By that time the crop is matured 
and most of it harvested.

FREGNO.—Principal farm commodities 
im county during the 

endar year 1927.16 November 1, had an ac- 
gregate value of $82,001.661, or an increase 
of almost $15,000,400 over the same period 
of 1926, according to a survey made by the 
Fresno County Chamber of Commerce, fig- 
ures on which have recently been released. 


Grapes and raising are by far the lead- 
ers, the value of these two items alone being 
in excess of $56,000,000. -Fresh grapes come 
first, with a valuation estimated by the 
Chamber of Conimerce accountants at $32,- 
077,500 for 22,750 cars, and raisin production 
second, with an estimated valuation equal 
that of 1926, when it was placed at $13,- 
926.400 for 174,080 tons. 


Canning peaches, dried peaches and figs 
are the only farm commodities, on which 
a check was made, which show a decline in 
farm value from 1926.

Alfalfa and other 
hay stands third in the list in point of val- 
ue, with a production of 590,000 tons, valued
